THE SOUTH AFRICANS 


THE THREE NATIVE RACES THAT IN- 


HABIT THE COUNTRY. 


The Bushmen, the Hottentots nnd the 


Bastns or Kaffirs—These Last Are Mnch 
Above the Level of the Others Physical- 
ly and In All Respects. 


When the Dutch fixed their first post 


at Cape Town in 1652, with no thought 
either of colonization or of conquest, 
but for tho sake of having gardens -which 
could supply fresh vegetables LO the 
scurvy stricken crews of their ships sail- 
ing to the east, they found three native 
races inhabiting the country. 
One of 


Ihese, tho Bushmen, though few in 
unmbera, were widely scattered over 
the whole of South Africa 
They were 


nomads of almost the lowest kind, with 
a marvelous faculty for tracking and 
trapping wild animals, but neither 
onraing cattle nor tilling the soil, with 
scarcely even a tribal organization, no 
religion and a language consisting of a 
succession of clicks. 
Unable to accus- 


:om themselves to civilized life, driven 
out of some districts by the settlers and 
in others no longer able to find support 
owing to the extinction of game, they 
are now almost extinct, though a few 
are still left m the deserts of the Kala 
aari and northern Beohuanalaud 
Be 


fore many years the only trace of their 
:xistence will be in tho remarkable 
drawings of animals with which they 
delighted to cover tho smooth surfaces 
of rocks. These drawings, which aie 
'ound all tho way from Zambezi to the 
Cape and from Maniacland to the At- 
antic, are executed in red and yellow 
pigments and are often full of spuit 
and character.

THE SILVER 
FARTY COMMITTEE. 


The State Central Committee of the 


Silrer party met here yesterday. Every 
county in tbe State was represented by 
representative citizens. 
Fifteen dele- 


gates and fifteen alternates, all troe and 
tried Silrer men, were elected to repre- 
sent the State in tbe St. Louis Con- 
vention. Among these are our Sena- 
tors and Representative in Congress, 
who have battled so nobly for the cause 
of free coinage in the balls of the Na- 
tional Legislature. 


The committee fixed the time and 


place for holding the State Convention 
for tbe nomination of Representive in 
Congress, Justice of the Supreme Court 
and two Regents of the State Univer- 
sity, and apportioned delegates to the 
name upon the basis of i.he votes cast in 
each county at the general election in 
1894, for the late Governor John E. 
Jones. It also invited the Populists 
and members of all parties and of none, 
who believe in the free coinage of sil- 
vei- at the ratio of 16 to 1, to unite with 
it against the common enemy, the men 
who uphold the single gold standard 
and are intent on fastening it perma- 
nently upon the country. 


There was some difference of opinion 


as to the propriety of adopting that res- 
olution, as it is possible that the Na- 
tional Silver party may go into the 
Presidential fight under a different 
name. The majority, however, believed 
that much good and no harm could re- 
sult from the invitation, as it is well 
known that the difference between 
tha silver men of the several par- 
ties in tbe State is more apparent 
than real, and 
that 
the 
disposi- 


tion among all silver men is to uuite 
on one candidate and elect him Presi- 
dent of the United States. The con- 
vention will, without doubt, should the 
circumstances jastify it, arrange for a 
union of all Silver men upon equitable 
terms, a thing, which the committee 
had no authority to do. The Silver 
party of Nevada will not haggle about 
a name or about candidates. It was or- 
ganized to advance tbe cause of free 
coinage. It is composed of men who 
were prominent in the councils of the 
Republican and Democratic parties, 
and who left those parties because of 
their attitude on the silver question. 


The name of Silver party was as- 


earned for the time. It sent delegates 
to the Omaha Convention and gave the 
electoral vote of the State to the nomi- 
nee of that convention, and it has bee i 
prepared to give its support to any of 
tbe National parties that declared for 
free coinage, and will doubtless do so 
in the coming Presidential campaign. 
Its cardinal principle is " the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver," and it will 
fight for that until it is secured. 


THE TARIFF QUESTION. 


The gold men will now attempt to di- 


vert the public mind from the financial 
question, which concerns every farmer 
and workingman in the United States, 
to the tariff question, which mainly 
concerns the trusts and those engaged 
in certain industries. It will be impos- 
sible for them, however, to divert pub- 
lic attention in tbe Presidential cam- 
paign from the money question. The 
expenditures of the Government, as ap- 
pears from the appropriations made by 
Congress, average over half a billion 
dollars a year. To meet this expendi- 
ture there must necessarily be a high 
tariff, as the greater part of the revenue 
of the Government is derived from the 
duties on imports. The Supreme Court 
has decided that an income tax is un- 
constitutional, and the people would 
rebel if there was an internal revenue 
tax levied upon anything bat tobacco 
and liquors and bogus butter. We must, 
therefore, look to the custom-houses 
for the greater part of the revenue to 
defray the expenses of the Government> 
and as these expenses are enormous a 
tariff for revenue must of necessity be 
a high tariff henceforth 
There should 


be incidental protection, and the tariff 
should be more equitably distributed 
than it now is. At present Eastern 


the people and for the people, a man of
